The annual report showed a total enrollment of 283 for this year as compared 


with 472 in the high school; however there were still 56 graduates from the Seminary 
9 in high school. This shows an approximate enrollment, of 75 per cent of the high school 
students in the various Seminary classes, 70 students completed the three years of 
required work and were graduated Tuesday, May 19, 1942. A feature of the exercises
